Bacon said the company had made no 
contract or agreement with Japanese 
or other boardlnghouse keepers for 
supplying Orientals, nor had he re- 
ceived any instructions from the com- 
pany either to import or employ Ori- 
entals. In reference to a. letter writ- 
ten by the late E. G. Russell, he said: 
'Russell had no authority to enter into 
any contract to engage Oriental or 
any other laborers. The company never 
contracted with any person with a view 
of importing Orientals. Russell was 
well aware of this policy." 

Mr. Bacon continued that fifteen 
hundred acres of Kaien island was now 
being cleared. Whites declined to do 
part, and this was now being done by 
Jap'a ne.se. 

Charles Wilson said: "He who ex- 
cuses accuses.

New York,' Nov. 27.— The officers of 
Typographical Union No. 6, the local 
printers' union, were today found 
guilty of contempt or court In a re- 
port (lied by Adam Welner, the referee 
appointed by (lie Supreme court to 
consider tin? matter. Referee Welner 
finds that officers failed to take proper 
measures to cause members of the 
unloij to obey an Injunction granted by 
the Supreme court In 1906, which re- 
strained the union, its officers and 
members i from interfering with or 
abusing the printers employed by the 
Typothetae to take the place of the 
striking men. The referee declares 
that the union officers did not in many- 
Instances acquaint the members with 
the provisions of the injunctions, and 
that several pickets who committed 
breaches of the peace by assaulting 
nonunion printers were not aware of 
the court's order.

WHAT IT WILL MEAN' 



Ruling of Full Court May Give 
Rise to Knotty Prob- 
lems 



At what time shall the saloons open'.' 

At first glance the question would 
appear to be an easy one to answer. 
This recent amendment to the Liquor 
License Regulation by-law passed by 
the city council, as a result of tho 
recent ruling Of the full court, says 
that the publican shall not take down 
his shutters until "after sunrise." Not 
rise." Not when the first rays of Old 
Sol appear above tho distant orlzon; 
but when the father of all the orbs i.i 
perfectly shown. 

"After sunrise" to the lay mind is 
not quite' as clearly defined a period of 
time as would at first appear. It haB 
been definitely ascertained by the 
astronomers but when the ordinary 
human policeman In the street is sup- 
posed to keep tap on the saloon man 
and see that the by-law is enforced, 
the question of time, astronomically 
ascertained, becomes Important. 
• One thing about the new by-law 
which will add variety to the matter 
is the wide range which the saloon 
men will have in the matter of open- 
ing. On June 21, the longest day in 
tho year, ho can, if he feels so inclined, 
open his emporium to the thirsty, at 
the hour of 4:08 a. m. It is not like- 
ly that trade at that hour will be very 
brisk except perhaps In the event of a 
few left-overs from the previous night. 
From that day the time of opening 
will gradually become later until on 
December 21 the early bird will have 
to wait until 8:04 a. m. 

A feature of the now regulation is 
tho fact that, considering it as an 
astronomer and not as a police-man, oi; 
no two days throughout the year will 
the opening time be the same. The 
opportunity for the lawyer for the de- 
fence, In case of a prosecution, can 
thus be easily appreciated. 

It Is said that it takes the light of 
the sun eight minutes to reach' the 
earth. The law says that the sun must 
he Wholly above the horizon before it 
can he said to have risen. Hut by 
that time the sun has actually been up 
eight minutes. That Would appear to 
he another point for the legal mind to 
grapple with. 

Wliile during the bright weather the 
sight of the sun may be a sufficient 
guide to the saloon man. • it. Is 'In the 
winter when Sol's face In hidden that 
tlie difficulty will arise. Then an ac- 
curate table will doubtless be supplied 
both saloon man and policeman bear- 
ing the stamp of the meteoroligical 
otlice and In the early morn both can 
compare not*.-, . or rather hours and 
minutes and decide when the sun 
should be up but isn't. 

This morning the sun rises at 7.40 
o'clock exactly, tomorrow it will com- 
mence to climb the eastern sky at 
7.20; and on Saturday at 7. 12. 
These are based on .Standard 
time, which is in general use in 
Canada, being computed for Victoria 
from the 120th meridian. This time 
it; may be said is 13 minutes and 32 
seconds faster than the actual solar 
time.

Immigration Policy Adopted by 
Australia— Natal Act for 
Europeans 



James Nicholson, of Melbourne, Aus- 
tralia, retired business man, politician 
and philanthropist, is one of those who 
believes that Australia has dealt right- 
ly with tlie immigration and labor 
questions. Mr. Nicholson, who Is stay- 
ing at the King Edward, is enthusias- 
tic on the desirability of keeping a 
whit.' man's country for the white 
man, and barring out Inferior races. 
Discussing Australian legislation along 
these lines, Mr. Nicholson said: 

"Since the welding (|f the different 
colonies Into one Commonwealth tlie 
immigration question has been taken 
hold of with a firm hand. Before that 
time tho Chinese, for Instance, could 
enter the country on paying a head tax 
of $50. Now they are excluded ab- 
solutely, as are the .Japanese and all 
colored races. It is not a question of 
a Natal act, which means the Impos- 
ition of an educational test. They 
are not allowed to enter on any con- 
sideration. We also have a Natal act 
or rather legislation along the lines of 
what Is called a Natal act, hut this 
directed against low class European 
Immigration. Those who do not reach 
a certain educational standard arc not 
admitted. 

"The principle of a white Australia 
has been pursued further by the with- 
drawal of subsidies from steamship 
lines who do not employ white crews. 
As a result one line that plied be- 
tween Australia and San Francisco has 
been withdrawn, but we think the 
principle worth the sacrifice. 

"We also have government owner- 
ship of railways, and If is ;m unques- 
tionable success. Of course to accom- 
plish this sucei-ss we have had to take 
the railroads out of politics. In Vic- 
toria, they are run by a commission of 
three men, of which Thomas To it, 
formerly with the Canadian Pacific 
railroad, is the head. Last year, for 
the Brat time, the railroads showed a 
surplus and I expect they will pay 
right along-. The policy Is, after the 
interest on borrowed capital had been 
paid, to devote the surplus partly to 
reducing freight rates, and partly to 
reducing taxation. 

"The only colored labor in Australia 
now, practically speaking, is the Kan- 
aka labor on the Queensland planta- 
tions. This labor is used under strict 
government regulation and the men 
have to be repatriated after a certain 
period in the expense of the employ- 
ers. The Queensland planters claim 
that by reason of the heat in that 
section that ordinary labor cannot lie 
properly performed by white men. 
While it is doubtful If there Is as 
much In this argument as some peo- 
ple try lei make out, there is not at 
present an available supply id' other 
suitable labor for this work, so the' 
importation of Kanakas is allowed un- 
der restrictions. At one time the Kan- 
ilka was little better ban a slave, but 
now he receives full protection'.' 

Mr. Nicholson has been milking a 
very comprehensive tour of Europe 
and America and was in New York 
when the recent financial panic was, 
on. Ho thinks, however, that the situ- 
ation Is rapidly righting itself. 



The British public .quite concurrs 
with tho juugej at tiic various fruit 
exhibitions in ureal Britain in award- 
ing tlie palm to the fruit from tins 
province. The various announce- 
ments of awards received by cable 
have been followed by letters trom R. 
M. Palmer, provincial horticultural 
commissioner, and tils u..sistunt in 
charge of the exhibit, Martin Burrell, 
telling of the appreciation expressed 
anywhere at tlie size, flavor and col- 
oring of the British Columbia prod- 
ucts. 

Tile latest communication Is from 
Mr. Burrell to Hon. it. u. Tatlow. It 
reads aa follows: 

I am leaving lor Exeter in the 
morning to attend the exhibition of 
the Exeter and Devonshire llorucut- 
tural society, while .Mr. Palmer has 
gone north to Edinburgh. After show- 
ing at Blackheath we had made ar- 
rangements to show at Diirtford, In 
Kent, and Hereford. Meanwhile, how- 
ever, we found that the National 
Chrysanthemum society was holding 
its annual three-day exhibition at the 
Crystal Palace on November c, 7 and 
8. As a large attendance always 
marks this exhibition, and the so- 
ciety welcomes special exhibits of 
j fruit or [lowers, we decided that it 
| would be well for me to go there, 
wliile .Mr. Palmer took Hereford. 
There were thousands of visitors 
present, and the British Columbia 
exhibit was placed hi a favorable po- 
sition and attracted keen attention. 

At this show, as at most of the ex- 
hibitions devoted in the main to flor- 
ICultural work, a great deal of stress 
is laid on the artistic character of the 
arrangements, and endless effort is 
spent on what one may call the pure- 
ly decorative side of tilings, and the 
award, therefore, of the society's large 
silver medal for our exhibit (which 
was so largely of a commercial char- 
ter) may be regarded as a satisfac- 
tory recognition of the Hue quality 
and clean character of the British 
Columbia fruit. 

A good deal of our fruit was dis- 
played in tlie cases, sonic bein/ wrap- 
• lied, and others unwrapped. , As a 
very large number of dealers from 
Co vent Gardens and elsewhere were 
present, It gave a good opportunity of 
showing our system of packing 'and 
shipping. They have bad a very cold, 
and wet season in England this year, 
arid tlie fruit generally is not up to 
the mark, and the brilliant coloring 
of our Kings, Jonathans; Spitzen- 
hergs and other varieties made a 
great showing by comparison. Many 
of tlie dealers and growers are firm 
in the faith that the quality of Eng- 
lish apples cannot bo approached by 
the over-sea product, but It was not 
difficult to convince them by actual 
tasting bi our fruit (hat the quality 
was just as good as the appearance". 
I found a strong interest In British 
Columbia on tlie part of many Of 
tiiose who were examining the exhibit, 
rind bulletins, photographs, etc., were 
very useful ln< disseminating some- 
what fuller knowledge about the 
province's resources, than was pos- 
sessed by the average Inquirer; 

From Exeter I go to Sheffield and 
Leeds, .and shall hope to write you 
as to the result or the work in those 
districts.

TROUBLED BY CHINESE 

British Corporation Holding Large 
Concession Meets With Fierce 
Native Opposition 



Pekin, Nov. 27. — On account of the 
failure of the Pekin syndicate, a Brit- 
ish eorpjoratlon holding 'the largest 
concession ever given, and the'ofiiciuls 
of the Shan Si province, to reach a 
compromise in the matter of the "right 
of recovery," violence is threatened in 
the province. At Tlnfu the people 
are renewing their demonstrations 
against tlie syndicate. 

The syndicate recently proposed to 
sell hack to the Chinese government all 
its holdings in the province of Shan SI. 
The proposal was to some extent due 
to the campaign In China against all 
foreigners holding concessions, and the 
special antipathy of the government 

toward the British company. 

The claims of the syndicate of sole 
rights over the immense mineral fields 
in Shan Si so Incensed the inhabitants 
that a rebellion was nearly precipitat- 
ed here last year. 

Sir J. M, Jordan, minister to China, 
lias repeatedly requested the Chinese 
government to suppress tho disorders 
In Shan SI. The syndicate charges 
thai the provincial authorities are dis- 
tinctly anti-foreign, but this the au- 
thorities deny. Negotiations at pres- 
ent are suspended, 

New York state, according to the as- 
sertion of Dr. Adolphe Meyer, patholo- 
gist for the New York Slate Hospital 
for the Insane, slill houses nearly 2.000 
of its insane patients In tho Jails.

Commissioner Coombs, head of the 
Salvation Army in Canada, witli Major 
Frank Norrls, recently appointed to 
the command of the army forces ir 
British Columbia, and members I 
their stuffs arrived in tlie. city last 
evening and left tills morning for 
Vancouver again. 

Commissioner Coombs last evening 
met the members of the provincial 
government and discussed again with 
them the plans which had been taken 
up In the afternoon with lion. It. G. 
Tatlow by Brigadier Howell. 

Commissioner Coombs laid emphasis 
upon the fact that the army this year 
will bring to the province many peo- 
ple of considerable means who expect 
to farm on their own account. They 
have been advised by the army otli- 
cers to first secure employment on the 
farms and ranches In the province 
land to take care -of their money. After 
having learnt the ways of farming, and 
having learnt and unlearnt what is 
necessary they will then be able to in- 
vest their money to advantage. 

M the present time, Commissioner 
Coombs states, the army believes that 
the cities of the province In common 
with the other cities of Canada have 
as many men as they require, and 
hence tlie Army will not direct its at- 
tention to bringing out this class of 
labor. All their attention is being 
directed to bringing out agricultural 
and domestic labor. 

"Our propaganda in the old country," 
remarked Hie commissioner, "is the 
propaganda of tlie kitchen as against 
the propaganda of the platform. Our 
officers In selecting Immigrants arc 
going into Hie different districts, sit- 
ting down in tlie kitchens where their 
congregations come to them. Sitting 
by the fireside tliej* are able to give 
information, and stirring up questions 
in this way Which cannot be done 
from the public platform. In this way 
they are meeting the men's wives and 
(tre .seeing that the tight kind of 
women are coming out also, which is 
half the battle. 

"We have also sent over special peo- 
ple for the selection of tlie domestic 
help. 

'The general work of the army was 
never in better or more helpful shape. 
There arc many openings for our 
general work, for special hospitals mid 
work of that kind. The opportunities 
are greater than we can undertake. 
We are hoping to have institutions of 
these kinds in all the larger-cities of 
British Columbia us well as of the 
rest of Canada. 

| "we are hoping to establish inslitu- 
i tions where young women and young 
men can find friends and homelike sur- 
roundings, and also where Institutional 
work may be done."

The 
Colonist congratulates them very 
heartily upon the excellent judgment 
they have shown, it also congratulates 
the mine managers upon the evidence 
thus afforded of a good understand- 
ing between them and their men. In 
the spirit, which this happy adjustment

WHAT'S IN A NAME? 

The Duma has declared that the 
Czar is no longer "Autocrat of all the 
Russias." The world will now have 
an .opportunity of learning what is in 
a name. Evidently the Czar has reck- 
oned without his host. He thought he 
had' a Duma that would fall in very 
readily with his views. He tried 
twice, and failed, and the present oc- 
casion looks like a ease of "three times 
and out." Of what value to the cause 
of Russian liberty a declaration that 
the- country is no longer governed by 
an autocrat will be, it is impossible at 
this distance to say. As a matter of 
fact it is almost impossible to say 
anything worth while about Russia, 
for the reason that so little is known 
of what is going on in that country. 
One naturally thinks however, that 
a declaration by a body representative 
of the "nation, that is as representa- 
tive as a body can bo when it has been 
chosen under close official supervis- 
ion, that the powers of the Emperor 
have been curtailed, and that his most 
cherished title is no longer to be given 
to him, indicates that there is a move- 
ment in progress, the force of which 
cannot very well be estimated. Ho far 
as the rights of individual Russians 
are concerned, the triumph of the Con- 
stitutionalists counts for very little 
There will still bo arrests without 
warrant and punishment of all 
degrees of severity Without anything 
like the semblance of a fair trial, but 
thtf'vote will encourage those, who are 
fighting for true representative gov- 
ernment. It will likewise influence the 
minds of those who are determined to 
preserve absolutism with all that is 
implied therein.

CANADA AND THE NAVY 

The Victoria Times copies without 
comment an article from the New York 
Times in which the latter paper meets 
the proposal that Canada shall eon- 
tribute towards the Imperial navy as 
something unworthy of serious con- 
sideration. We should have been glad 
to have had an expression of our 
local contemporary's views on the sub- 
ject. What the New York paper 
chooses to think about it is a matter 
of very great Indifference; but what 
the leading Liberal paper of British 
Columbia might have to say would 
be read with a good deal of Interest. 
The observations of the former Sip- 
pear to call for some comment, be- 
cause it is desirable that, when pub- 
licity is given to a misrepresentation 
of any subject affecting Canada, pub- 
licity ought also to be given to the 
necessary correction. 

The New York Times either does 
not know or purposely mistakes what 
is proposed. We incline to the form- 
er explanation, which Is the more 
likely of the two. A nation like the 
United States, has got a great deal to 
learn about the uses of a navy. In 
the British Empire, there is a great 
deal of work to be done for .which 
vessels "not worthy to sail in the line," 
as the Times puts it, are exceedingly 
useful. In fact it would be absurd, 
not to say anything about the expense, 
for battleships and great, cruisers 3£> 
be employed in what may be called 
the policing of the seas. This duty 
the United Kingdom has to perform 
for the whole Empire, and it is every- 
thing else but absurd to suggest that 
Canada should relieve the British tax- 
payer to some extent of its cost. The 
British Columbia navy League, we 
may inform the New York paper, is 
not contemplating the protection of 
Its coast against either the United 
States or Japan, but only or doing Its 
share of the,' great naval work, which 
has to bo carried on all over the 
Empire. 

In regard to the suggestion ttiat the 
Monroe Doctrine win protect Canada, 
we are as grateful for the suggestion 
as is necessary under the circumstan- 
ces, and we appreciate the value of 
that policy, which 'is none the less 
interesting to Canadians, because it 
was done to the suggestion of a 
British statesman, but if the Monroe 
Doctrine were a part of. the law of 
nations, Canada's duty to the Empire 
would be none the less,

But 
natives of Japan are (Secluded from a 
British colony to which really danger- 
ous Immigrants such as Russia. Poland, 
and Calabria send are admitted with per- 
fect freedom. The gate, If It is not 
opened, will some day be forced open, 
and tho wisest course in reality Is to 
throw it open at once. — Toronto Sou.

Haid W. G. Amiable, general baggage 
agent of the C. K R., who arrived in 
i the city on Tuesday evening 'In cim- 
' nectlon with the special baggage de- 
livery system which the company in- 
tends putting in force In Victoria as 
well as at Vancouver. Mr. Amiable 
stated that up to date this year tbe 
. quantity of baggage handled by C. P. 

I K. was in excess of that handled dur- 
ing the entire twelve months u year 
ago and he expects to see a further 
remarkable increase next year. 

The new system of baggage deliv- 
ery which will be instituted bore by 
air. Amiable has been In force In the 
eastern part of Canada and in the 
eastern states for some time and has 
been found to work so satisfactorily 
that It has been decided to extend Its 
operation to the coast cities. The new 
system will, it Is expected, be put Into 
force here on January 1 next. So far 
this year the company has handled 
over six million pieces of baggage and 
any, system which will enable, this en- 
ormous volume of traffic to be dis- 
tributed with the greatest despatch 
ami a modicum of trouble will be ol 
the greatest advantage not only to the 
traveling public but also to the com- 
pany. With all this volume of bag- 
gage passing over the C. 1'. ft- system 
the loss has aggregated only about one 
per cent. 

Under the new system of baggage

ACCIDENTAL DEATH IS 
VERD!CTJF_THE JURY 

Eye Witnesses Describe Fatal 
Accident of Last Sunday 
Afternoon 



The coroner's jury which Inquired 
into the circumstances leading- tip to 
the deuth of Chang Su, the Chinese 
boy who was knocked down by a 
street car on Sunday afternoon and 
died from his injuries early Tuesday 
morning, yesterday afternoon return- 
ed a verdict of death by accident, ex- 
onerating the molorneer from all 
blame. A rider was added to the ver- 
dict ' recommending that the B. C. 
Electric Company instruct all their 
motorneers and conductors as to the 
speed at which they were allowed to 
run. The reason for the rider was 
that Thos. Alston, the conductor, said 
he was not sure how fast the regula- 
tions permitted him to go, although it 
was mentioned in his book of rules. 
Mr. Coward, the manager of the com- 
pany, testified that the men were given 
Instructions on this point when they 
were being taught their duties, and 
that also they had instructions in 
writing in the book of rules given each 
In addition to the fact that there was 
a framed list of rules on the walls of 
tiie motorneers and conductors' room 
at the car shed, which also contained 
this Information. 

O. J'. Galger testified that he was 
the motorneer of the ISsquimalt car 
which at 3.42 p. m. on Sunday struck 
a Chinaman on Government street just 
beyond Pembroke street. Describing 
the accident, he said that the Chin:: 
man appeared to be chasing a dog 
which ran hi front of the ear. Direct- 
ly he saw the dog he shut off the 
power, but almost sumiultaneously the 
Chinaman, who seemed to be su intent 
on the dog as not to notice the car, 
got on the track and was struck by 
the car. The whole thing happened In 
a Hash, and there was no time to do 
more than' he did. lie pulled up his 
car In about twice Its own length, ile 
was going about eight miles an hour 
at the time on an up grade.

Ho states that he made none 
01' the arrangements but joined the 
party at the invitation of .Mr. Con- 
duit!, that no definite arrangements 
regarding expenses were made, hut 
that ho went presuming that the samo 
understanding was in force as on 11 
former occasion when he accompanied 
Mr. and .Mrs. Conduit! on a hunting 
trip in Bur ill all. When he defrayed 
one-third or the expenses. He says 
that on the trip In question he has 
paid more than Ids share and the in- 
ference is that Little should look to 
Mr. Condu'ltt. As a result of this suit 
Col. Appleton lias also brought suit 
against W. A. Condultt asking for an 
account to be taken of the expenses of 
the trip and for a judgment for the 
amount he has paid over and above 
his proper share. 

There are also a number of Judg- 
ment summonses, including one 
against Abe DrosdOWltz. This is Abe's 
second appearance en a judgment 
summons on account of the same 
judgment, Which now amounts to 
$75.10.

The provincial government has de- 
cided to appeal tiie recent decision of 
Mr. Justice Clement in the divorce 
case of Watt versus Watt direct to 
the Privy Council. 

Hon. W. J. Bowser, attorney general, 
announced yesterday that the province 
would apply at the next sitting of 
the privy council • which occurrs in 
June next for leave to appeal. 

The provincial government recogniz- 
es tin' serious nature, of the situation 
anil regards it as of paramount im- 
portance that recourse be had to the 
final court of appeal as soon as pos- 
sible. The case will, therefore, not go 
to the Full Court or to the Supreme 
Court of Canada. 

In other cases tho full court of 
British Columbia has divided as to 
jurisdiction of the province in the mat- 
ter and from all appearances if is 
probable that the result ot a similar 
case appealed to that tribunal would 
result In a similar manner. The pro- 
vincial government will, therefore, cut 
the Gordlan knot and go to London at 
once.

In the Toronto Globe of the sunn' 
date as the Montreal papers which 
give an account of the decision of 
Judge Choquette, there Is an editorial 
vigorously advocating a return to cor- 
poral punishment In the case of crim- 
inals guilty oT crimes of violence. Such 
offences, tiic> editor declares, are on the 
Increase and he argues that nothing 
but the fear of physical pain lias any 
influence on the class who commit 

crimes of brutality. 

Most people who have reached mid- 
dle life remember that children were 
whipped in school for trifling as well 
as for serious offences. The severity 
of the punishment, in those days, often 
depended more on the humor of the 
teacher than on the gravity of the 
wrong done. And yet children, If we 
may believe the tales told by elderly 
people of today, dared to do things In 
school at which the modern girl hi 
boy would stand no show with. 

When whipping was an everyday oc- 
currence in the English army, the 
British soldier, though always brave, 
was not a higher specimen of manhood 
than lie is today! 

Cruel and degrading punishments 
have a debasing effect on all who wit- 
ness them and though they may have, 
in some cases, a deterrent effect, they 
seldom. If ever, do their victims any 
good. 

It may well be questioned, however, 
whether the extreme prejudice that 
has grown up of late years against 
any form of corporal punishment Is 

good for tlie rising generation. Any 
punishment Inflicted by a foolish or 
a passionate parent or teacher will 
fall of its effect in bringing about a 
reformation of character or conduct 
and wise and humane men and women 
can be trusted to Inflict that form of 
punishment which', in their opinion, 
best (its the offence. 

There are punishments whose sting 
is deeper and lasts longer than any 
mere physical pain. 

. « * * 

It has been ascertained that nearly 
eleven per cent, of the criminals In the 
penitentiaries of Canada are young 
men under twenty years of age-. The 

records of crime go to show that the 
groat majority Of serious offences 
against the laws are committed by nun 
comparatively young. Would it nave 
beep possible by another system of 
punishment than the one adopted to re- 
claim more of these young lives and 
to enable the youths who have taken 
some fateful step to return more easily 
to the paths of virtue and usefulness. 
The world In these days has grown so 

small that there seems but little room 

In it for one who has. by the laws of 
his country, been branded as a criml- 
ul. Society is terribly severe In such 
matters even tp men and to women, 
almost relcntlesss. The heroism which 
is required for reform in the ease of 
one u ho has served a term in the peni- 
tentiary is, perhaps, greater than that 
exercised by any class of people. To 
face a long life where every step up- 
ward must be won in face of terrible 
odds is an ordeal that few men an 
capable of enduring. What can be done 
by their fellow-men and women to ren- 
der it easier is a problem only to bp 
successfully solved by those who like 
their Most' r are willing to bear the 
reproach of being the friend of sinners 
in this connection- the following para- 
graph iron, an Interview with Ooinu-al 
li-'Oth of tlie Salvation Army shows 
the attitude which that great leader 
•.kinks the officers of the law should 
hold towards criminals: 

"He paints a' delightful picture of 
the day whtn the great judicial sys- 
tem — police, judges, Jailers — will not 
exist for the punishment of crime, 
but for the reform of the prisoner, 
in that day, when an evil character 
falls Into the hands of the police, the 
officer will say, "Now come along, 
old fellow; we'll givi you a bund up, 
and kelp you to got out of this rut!" 
And the friends of the man will cry, 
as he Is led off, "Thank God, he's 
fallen Into the hands of the pollen at 
last, and they'll mane a better man 
of him." The judge will consult with 
the prisoner with trie view of doing 
the best thing possible for him, and 
the jailer will fold him in his arms 
and say, "My boy, I'm awfully sorry 
to see what you've been doing. but 
just come ill with US, and we'll fix 

things up. so that when you go out 
you'll be proud Of yourself and be able 
to hold up your head like an honest 
man."

Oyster Fricasse. 
Heat the oyster liquid from one pint 
of oysters, and when it reaches the 
boiling point strain it through a dou- 
ble thickness of cheesecloth. Add the 
oysters, which have been picked over 
and cleaned, ami cook them until they 
are plump. Then take tin- oysters out 
Willi a skimmer and add enough 
cream to the liquor to make a cupt ul. 
Melt two table spoons of butter, stir 
in two tablespoons of Hour, season 
with one-quarter teaspoon of salt and 
a few grains of cayenne, then adil Die 
oysters and one egg slightly beaten. 

French Omlct. 

Feat lour eggs just enough to blend 
the yolks and the whites, add four 
tablespoons of milk, season with Halt 
and pepper. Put two tablespoons of 
butter into a hot omlet pan, and when 
melted, turn In the egg mixture. As it 
cooks prick with a fork until the whole- 
is id' a creamy consistency. Finish the 
cooking rapidly, fold the omelet,, and 
turn it on to a hot platter.

Feci and .-lice some apples; butter 
a baking dish, put In a layer of line 
crumbs, then a layer of apples, sprin- 
kle with sugar, nutmeg and cinnamon) 
and dot with butter; repeat till the 
dish Is full, and pour over half a cup 
of molasses, or maple syrup, mixed 
with as much water. Cover with 
crumbs, set tlie dish in a pan of water, 
and bake till the apples are soft, bast- 
ing with a little more molasses and 
water if it looks at all dry.

The Queen continues: "After some 
consultation, * • • as nothing could 
be done, we drove out — many police- 
men In plain clothes being distrib- 
uted in and about the parks and the 
two equerries riding so close on each 
side that they must have been hit If 
any one was; still the feeling of 
looking out for such a man was not 
"des plus agreables.' However, we 
drove through the parks, up to 
Hampstead and back again. All was 
so quiet that we almost thought of 
nothing — when, as we drove down 
Constitution hill, very fast, wc beard 
the report of a pistol, but not at all 
loud, so that had we not been on the 
alert we shoAild hardly have taken 
notice of it. 

"We saw the man seined by a po- 
liceman, next to whom he was stand- 
ing when he tired, but we did not 
stop. Col. Arbutlinot and two others 
saw kirn take aim, but we only heard 
the report (looking both the other 
way). We both felt very glad that 
our drive had had the effect of hav- 
ing the man seized. Whether it was 
loaded or not we cannot yet tell, but 
we are again full of gratitude to 
Providence for Invariably nrotectlng 
us."

NEW BETTING SYSTEM 

Option Accumulator is Name by Which 
Method is Known Abroad 

A new system of backing the races 
hhs been inaugurated in some of the 
London clubs, which, in default of a 
better name, is known as the "Option 
Accumulator." In tills country it would 
probably be called an option parlay. 

The modus operandi Is as follows: 
In the starting price offices which go 
into this option business the bettor 
purchases for $125 a penny accumula- 
tor on all the winners of the meeting. 
It the parlay thus started does not 
total %Yl'i on all the races run during 
tho meeting the bettor loses the differ- 
ence. On the other hand he is entitled 
to all over the $125 which may accumu- 
late on the parlay. • 

The. success or failure of the player 
depends entirely on the prices quoted 
against the winners. In the case of a 
succession of short-priced favorites 
winning the original bet of a penny 
would hardly parlay into an amount 
equal to the option. On the other 
hand, with a few horses at good prices 
winning the parlay would soon ex- 
ceed the price of the option even from 
such a small beginning as one penny. 

It is on record that a certain young 
nobleman won something over $3,000 
at a recent three-day meeting on his 
"accumulative option." At the recent 
Gatwick meeting of two days I he net 
profits to the bettor would have been 
In excess of $l,r>00. 

One of the features of this system 
of betting is that one does not have 
to follow a favorite tipster or exercise 
any ingenuity whatever In finding win- 
ners; Ho simply sits by and watches 
the prices for he is in the proud posi- 
tion of being on every winner of the 
mooting at the starling price. 

Tills manner of betting is made to 
include entire meetings, from the fact 
that few of the meetings exceed three 
days in duration, while a majority are 
for two days only and frequently only 
for one day.

Vancouver, Victoria and Nanai- 
mo to Play for Rugby 
Championship 

Vancouver, Nov. 27.— The chief 
feature of last night's Rugby union 
meeting. 1 vfays the World, was the 
discussion, regarding the forthcoming 
visit of the Stanford university team. 
The arrangements, as at present 
mapped out by the union are for 
three gamed in Vancouver — December 
25, Christmas Day, December 29 and 
New Year's Day, January 1, and one 
gamo in Victoria on January 4. Sat- 
lsfactorv arrangements- have been 
come to so far as the first three games 
are concerned, but there is some slight 
hitch in regard to the Victoria date. 
The letter of the manager of the 
Stanford team was read to the meet- 
ing and there seemed to be a hick of 
desire for the fourth game. There 
must be 3-une slight misunderstanding 
between the manager and the stu- 
dents, as the following extract from 
the college paper, which is edited by 
the students themselves, will tend to 
show : 

"Immediately after the close of the 
semester the team will leave tho uni- 
versity, going direct to Vancouver, 
Where a series of three game.-; will be 
played with the fifteen of that city for 
possession of the J. Cooper-Keith tro- 
phy. It is probable that two of these 
matches will take place on Christmas 
and New Year's Day, and the third on 
the twenty-ninth of December. A 
fourth contest, with the Victoria 
team at 'Victoria, will lie played, ac- 
cording to the present plans, after the 
games with Vancouver, probably on 
the fourth of January. The Stan- 
ford fifteen will return to the univer- 
sity immediately thereafter." 

This surely looks that the students 
themselves anticipate going to Vic- 
toria. 

The Rugby union has to find a very 
heavy guarantee to bring the students 
up here. 

Vancouver went down there and 
played four games. 

The universities derived the whole 
benefits accruing from t lie gates of 
these games. 

. Here the Rugby union only derive 
a percentage of the gates, as they do 
not own their own field. 

In view of these facts it would 
scarcely be sportsmanlike . of Stanford 
to back out. of the fourth game.

The heavv weights have always been 
popular here, and this battle should 
prove no exception to the rule. Billy 
Delanev has been taking Kaufman 
along quietly in an effort to make him 
the heavy weight champion of the 
world. He has been avoiding Jack 
Johnson, but seems to bar no other 
boxer. 

Kaufman will have a great advan- 
tage over Sullivan in the matter of 
height and weight. This Sullivan will 
have to overcome with ills speed. 
Kaufman is three and a half inches 
taller than the Boston twin and will 
outweigh him by at ieasf 25 pounds. 
In his past lights Kaufman has been 
slow in bis movements, and it has been 
tho object of his training this time to 
correct this defect. 

He lias done a lot of boxing up at 
Harbin Springs with Denver Bd Mar- 
tin, one of the cleverest heavy weights 
in the ring. In addition to this lie 
has been playing handball ami lias 
been sprinting on the road, all with 
tho object of increasing his speed. It 
these plans have improved him he 
should win from Sullivan. The latter 
can be hit, as Bill Squires demonstrat- 
ed, and any man Kaufman can hit he 
is sure to defeat.

Weston Completes Portland to 
Chicago Walk Over a Day 
Ahead 



Chicago, Nov. 27. — Edward Payson 
Weston, completed his 1,324 miles 
walk from Portia ml, Me., /it 12.15 
day. Weston broke by one day, three 
hours and 25 minutes his record of 
forty years ago on a trip to this city, 
over practically the same route.

Notwithstand- 
ing that Mayor Buslie, Postmaster 
Campbell, Pb'atoflipe inspector Stew- 
are and other city and federal officials 
were In waiting to greet him, Weston 
seemingly misunderstanding the op- 
position to his Ingress turned on his 
heel and asked the way to the Illinois 
athletic club. He could not be per- 
suaded to enter the building where a 
crowd as dense as that In the streets 
was waiting to catch b glimpse of the 
pedestrian. At the athletic club the.

Freight Will Be Brought by 
Harrison Line and Canad- 
ian-Mexican

The Cargo Will Be Carried on 
Through Bills ot Lading in 
Five Weeks 



A new steamship service from Great 
Britain and Europe to Victoria bus 
been arranged as a result of a traf- 
fic arrangement which lias just been 
concluded between the Canadian- 
Mexican Steamship company of this 
city, which operates the steamers 
Lonsdale and Georgia and the Harri- 
son line, managed- by Messrs. Thomas 
and James Harrison of Liverpool, 
which maintains a weekly service be- 
tween Liverpool and Goatzocoalcos 
v>r Puerto Mexico, the Atlantic ter- 
minus of the Tehuantapec railroad. 

The steamer Lonsdale, which 
reached port yesterday morning after 
a stormy but profitable trip from 
Salinu. Cruz, the Pacific terminus of 
the Tehuantapec railroad, brought 
news of the arrangement, as a result 
of which freight despatched from 
the United Kingdom will be landed 
in Victoria in live weeks. On her 
present voyage the Lonsdale carried 
a large amount of cargo, including 
1,000 tons of steel pipe, brought from 
the United Kingdom by a steainftr of 
tho Harrison line and sent across the 
Tehuantapec railroad. The pipes 
were laid down at Mazatlan four 
Weeks from Liverpool. 

The arrangement will give local 
shippers a new steamship service, 
taster than the direct steamer;, 
freight loaded in the United Kingdom 
or European ports of call of the Har- 
rison line will be taken from the 
trans-Atlantic steamers by electric 
conveyors and other modern methods 
of handling cargo, and six hours la- 
ter, after being* carried- over the shorf 
railroad across the Isthmus, will be 
loaded into the Victoria-bound 
steamers at Salina Cruz. Through 
bills of lading will be given, as 
though the merchandise, were brought 
by the Flue Funnel, Chargeurs 'Re- 
Unis or Kosmoa steamers in the 
round -the- world lines. 

The Harrison line, with which the 
Canadian-Mexican steamship com- 
pany has made the arrangement, is 
one of the larger British steamship 
companies. Jt has a total fleet of 38 
.steamers of a total of ISG.OOO tons, 
funning under the name of the Char- 
ente Steamship company in regular 
services to and from the West In- 
dies, United States, Mexico, Brazil, 
East Indies, South East Africa and 
tin: South of France. Since l!t02, 
When the steamer Magician was de- 
spatched to Cape Town and Mossel 
bay, a line has been operated to South 
and East Africa in conjunction with 
another company, known as the El- 
lerman-Harrlson line. The best of the 
company's steamers are the Way- 
farer of 9,599 ton.-, Custodian of 9,214 
tons and Mechanician of 9,011 tons.

About 300 
Mexican, Chinese and Japanese steer- 
age ami a number of saloon passengers 
were also carried on the Mexican 
coast, Tlie weather was stormy 
throughout, and at Mazatlan, where 
freight is handled in "paiigoes," as 
the Mexicans call the big lighters Into 
which cargo is worked from steamers 
anchored in a none- too-sheltered port, 
the weather interfered with handling 
freight for a week at a time. 

Business is increasing rapidly on 
th<> Mexican coast, says Capt. Shad- 
forth. At Salina Cruz there were a 
number of steamers, some discharging, 
others waiting to discharge. The cus- 
toms officials, who had been tripled, 
failed to cope with t lie amount of busi- 
ness. There were among other vessels 
three from Hongkong, which brought 
Chinese coolies. An average of f>00 
Chinese a month were being brought 
from that place. Numbers of Japanese 
were also arriving. To cope with the 
incoming of the Asiatics, the Mexican 
government had established a large 
quarantine station at Salina Cruz, the 
lumber for the construction of which 
was carried from Briti>(h Columbia 
mills on the southbound trip of the 
Lonsdale. 

At Mazatlan the shipping litis In- 
creased 500 per cent since; the Lons- 
dale began running to that place.

SOME WIRELESS RECORDS. 

Steamer Thomas Communicates With 
Sitka at Distance of 3,000 Miles. 

Th" United Slates army transport 
Thomas at San Francisco from Mania 
lias made some new wireless records. 
During her 'trip the Thomas kept up 
a continuous system of wireless mes- 
sages. One dispatched en route from 
Honolulu wns picked up and checked 
at Sitka, Alaska, a distance of about 
3,000 miles. Tlie apparatus on the 
Thomas was in charge of Sergeant 
Moseley, of the signal corps. The 
Farallones were communicated with 
at n distance of 1,350 miles, and North 
Head at a distance of 1,450 miles. The 
operator at the latter place sent word 
that on the morning of November 
the signals from the Thomas were 
cleiir to him, and on that date the 
transport was over 2,000 miles dis- 
tant.

TOSA MARU ARRIVES 
FROM ORIENT PORTS 

Three Hundred Tons of Japan- 
ese Oranges— Stowaway 
on Board 



The steamer Tosa Marti of tho Nlp- 
. pon Tusen Iraiaha line, arrived from 
Hongkong via parts last night, having 
left Yokohama November 13, Liko the 
Kumerlc, the Tosa Maru was forced 
to carry those Japanese steerage pas- 
sengers who, though ticketed to Vic- 
toria, wero provided with passports to 
tho United States on to Seattle. In 
consequence instead of lf>7 Japanese 
who were booked for this port, 40 
landed and instead of 111 booked to 
Seattle, just twice that number were 
carried on this morning to the Sound. 
(There ,wero few saloon passengers, 
among them K. Sato, who goes to 
join tho Japanese consulate at Seattle, 
and hid wife, and K. Ikuta and wife 
for San Francisco. The fourteen in- 
termedin to passengers included live! 
Chinese women who debarked here. 
' Thero were in all 297 steerage pas- 
sengers on the Tosa Maru, ^liS Jap- 
anese, 24 Chinese, 1 Hindu and 1 Rus- 
sians. One Russian stowaway, who 
was found in the cargo hold soon af- 
ter the steamer left Yokohama, was 
given in charge to the local police to 
be held for deportation by order of 
Dr. Milne, immigration officer, Tho 
Russians were laborers who ' have 
been at Nagasaki, members of the 
revolutionary colony which Dr. N. 
Russell, from Honolulu, heads there. 
The stowaway was said to be a recent 
arrival from Vladivostok. 

Tiie cargo for Victoria totaled 512 
tons or 16,376 packages, and included 
the first shipment of oranges brought 
this season from south Japan, totalling 
300 tons. For Seattle there was 3,349 
tons, including 47.196 packages of tea, 
oranges, bamboo, matting, silk, rice, 
Soy, mist;, rjtc. 

Cant, Nagao, of the Tosa Maru, re- 
ported a stormy passage throughout 
although no damage had been sus- 
tained.

* FIERCE TYPHOON 



German Steamer Lauschan Sustained 
Heavy Damage During Storm in 
Eastern Waters 



The German Steamer Lauschan, from 
Vladivostok with a cargo of hardwood 
for Sydney, Australia, arrived at Yo- 
kohama in distress as a result of a 
typhoon shortly before the Tosa Maru 
sailed. Officers of the Japanese liner 
say the steamer has a list to star- 
board of 22 degrees. It seems that on 

■November 7, a typhoon struck the 
vessel when she was in Lat. 21 de- 
grees N. and Long. 145 degrees E., 
namely near the Bonin Islands. The 
typhoon was accompanied by heavy 
rain and the erew experienced extra- 
ordinary difficulties. Her starboard 
was washed by high waves and she 
sustained damage toward the bows, 

Swhile two of the life-boats were 
smashed. The vessel listed, 38 de- 
grees during the storm and is still In- 
clined 22 degrees In harbor, water 
having poured into the hull in cas- 
cades. All the chains on the star- 
board as well as tho saloon were full 
of water, and all articles spoiled. The 
engine department was also flooded 
breast-deep and the lires put out. The 
steamer was consequently disabled 
for a day or two. She lost 800 pieces 
of lumber. The typhoon abated at 
C o'clock In the afternoon. The crew 
during the storm assembled astern, 
and the Chinese wailed. The steamer 
was practically adrift till the 10th. 
and that afternoon the crew si^h.ed 
land, probably the Nojima lighthouse, 
she reached Yokohama next day to 
enter the dry dock.

The Trade Commissioner Says 
There is Fine Opening for 
Dominion's Products 



LOCOMOTIVES FOR JAPAN 



Sixteen to Bo Carried to Nippon Rail-

Sixteen locomotives will be shipped 
to Northern Japan by the steamship 
Katanga, due today to load coal at 
Nanalrhp, when she sails from. Seattle 
shortly. Besides the locomotives, 
other railroad supplies are being sent 
to the Japanese for use In the con- 
struction of cither a new line or an 
extension of a system n.cv la opera- 
tion. 

Besides the locomotives, the Katanga 
Will take Hour and wheal, the exact 
amount of which is not yet named, and 
some shipments of general merchan- 
dise for the Orient. The Katanga was 
sent to this coast with coal from 
Newcastle, X. S. \\'„ ami landed the 
cargo at Port Angeles.

That the possibilities of trade be- 
tween Canada and Mexico arc good, 
and the prospects of a deckled in- 
crease In the business already being 
done particularly bright, is the opin- 
ion of Augustine W. Donly, Canadian 
trade commissioner to Mexico. 

.Mr. Donly, who lias been spending 
the summer In Eastern Canada partly 
on business in connection witli his 
office and partly on pleasure, arrived 
in Victoria last evening on the Prin- 
cess Victoria, from Vancouver. After 
a stay in the city of a few days ho 
will sail on the boat of the Canadian- 
Mexican line, returning to bis charge. 
He has been east through the mari- 
time provinces, Quebec and Ontario, 
in connection with the Canadian- 
Mexican trade, and this is his first 
Visit hoiiiO in eight years. 

While -Mr. Donley has been in 
Mexico for the last eighteen years, 
and is thoroughly conversant with 
the business and social life of the re- 
public, ho has occupied his present 
position only for the past three years. 
In that time, however, he has seen a 
rapid increase in the trade between 
Mexico ami Canada, lie states that 
it the business men of the dominion 
energetically pushed their wares in 
the republic and studied the needs of 
the -Mexicans, that within a very few 
years the trade between the two 
countries would greatly 1 Increase. 

At the present time the trade is not 
very large from the standpoint of dol- 
lars and cents, but It has shown an 
increase of over 500 per cent in tlio | 
past few years. The last returns 
show that Canada had an annual 
trade with Mexico of about $1,000,- 
000. 

Mexico is a country of great op- 
portunities and good administration. 
It is making wonderful progress, 
quite equal to that made by the do- 
minion in tiie past decade. It offers 
a fair opportunity to all nations of 
tho world in the matter of tariff, as 
all countries are treated alike. Can- 
ada ifi in this respect on an equal 
footing with the other great export- 
ing countries, and she produces many 
articles, which, in the raw state, 
should find a ready market in Mexico. 
Those articles which Canada could 
be expected to scad to Mexico — coal, 
lumber and their by-products — are on 
the free list, and of such Mexican 
products as Canada could take, many 
of them were also allowed into this 
country free. 

At the present time the United 
States holds about seventy per cent, 
of the Mexican foreign trade, which 
this year will total well up to $300,- 
000,000, but Mr. Donley sees no rea- 
son wiiy the dominion should not 
greatly increase her trade and gel a 
very much larger slice of the busi- 
ness. 

Regarding the opportunities of 
trade between British Columbia and 
Mexico, Mr. Donley pointed out that 
while this province could at present 
supply only natural products, there 
was a good market for them in .Mex- 
ico, but much depended upon the pre- 
vailing prices ■ and transportation 
rate's. ' 

For instance, in the western part 
of Mexico there was a growing de- 
mand for coal, but the price at which 
it could be delivered there was con- 
sidered somewhat high. Exorbitant 
prices in many cases tended to dis- 
courage trade conditions. While he 
had 110 dOUbl that the trade between 
British Columbia and Mexico would 
develop, he thought that It would bo 
but limited for some time to come. 
The western part of Mexico was 
sparsely settled, but when the rail- 
road linos now being pushed west- 
ward reached the Pacific, that part 
ot the republic would rapidly develop 
and would be open to the British Col- 
umbia trade. 

In manufactured articles the do- 
minion must compete with other 
ci untries, though she was on an equal 
footing, ami it would depend chiefly 
on the push and business acumen of 
the dominion merchants whether they 
secured a fair share of trade. 

Tiie increase in trade between the 
dominion and Canada has, Mr. Don- 
ley said, been gratifying. In 190-1 the 
trail,' was about $200,000, and the 
next year bail Increased to $500,000. 
Last year the trade figures totalled 
In the neighborhood of a million dol- 
lars, wliih- this year's 'Showing was 
expected to exceed these figures. 

Canadian capital had been exten- 
sively Invested in Mexico, the amount 
at the present time being about $60,- 
000,000. The Mexican Light and 
Power company, a concern controlled 
in .Montreal, will supply the -Mexico 
City street car company with power. 
This latter concern is controlled by 
Toronto capital. The light and power 
company Is at- present constructing 
the longest single lino for power 
transmission in the world. There is 
a longer line In California, but It is 
fed at different points along its 
course. The Mexican company de- 
rives Ita power from on source, a dis- 
tance of 200 miles from the city. 

.Mr. Donley could not say whether 
he would address the local board of 
trade. So fur lift had not been asked 
to do so. lie will remain in the city 
until next week-.

Edmontpn, Nov. 2G — Relations ..be- 
tween the British 'Columbia manufac- 
turers ami the 'Alberta retailers was 
the. subject , of iiioulry. In -the. lumber i 
case in the supreme court yesterday. 

G. P. Weils, secretary of the Moun-| 
tain Mills association at the time 
when the combine and conspiracy are j 
said to have existed, was a witness, j 
.Mr. Wells, was given the protection of 
tho court. lie said he had destroyed j 
a minute book and other papers of the 
association immediately on his return! 
from Ottawa; Everything necessary,- 
according to his judgment, was produc- 
ed, but not all the papers of the as- 
sociation. When that was returned 
from Ottawa he simply glanced over I 
the bundle and destroyed it. He was! 
still secretary of tho association. W-it- 1 
noss said lie destroyed the documents 
and minutes of a meeting of the as- 
sociation held at Nelson, at which an 
advance In the price of lumber was 
considered: These were the minutes 
of the Mountain Mill association, and 
Mr Bennett objected to their recep- 
tion, because they could not be used 
as evidence against tin; Alberta Retail 
Dealers on the ground that' the latter 
association was not al that time In 
existence. Mr. Wells, continuing, 
said they kept a list of members for 
their own benefit. The lists were 
sent out only when asked for, and this 
was generally by travellers and very 
seldom by dealers in Alberta. 

Tiie dealers in the province of Al- 
berta, he said, had nothing to do witli 
the increase of prices. Some of the 
manufacturers in British Columbia 
were interested in yards themselves, 
such as the Crow's Nest Pass Co., the 
Revels toke Lumber company and oth- 
ers. This aroused a feeling among 
the smaller dealers They thought the 
larger ones were opening up In ter- 
ritory in which they commanded a 
good market. Tho witness did not 
know whether the owners discriminat- 
ed in favor of yards in which they 
were specially Interested. In fixing 
the price, retail lumber dealers had no- 
thing to say. It was entirely in the 
ha nds of the manufacturers. The re- 
tall, dealers at one time attempted to 
have the prices fixed for a season. 
There was no discrimination, said the 
witness, In selling lumber to dealers 
who were or were not members. 
There was no agreement or under- 
standing between their association and 
the retail association, but he inferred 
Hint members of the latter would un- 
derstand to sell only to regular deal- 
ers. Anything to tiie contrary would 
be a violation of the principles. At 
no time, while he was secretary, did 
he know of a joint meeting between 
the two associations. He had nothing 
to do with fixing the prices of Che re- 
tail dealers. The effect of the 
Wholesalers selling direct to the con- 
sumer would be to put the retailers 
out of business, the same as In any I 
other business. , ; ' 

Mr. Wells did not know who were 
the members of the provincial asso- 1 
elation, and they had not prevented! 
Plnlay & Co, of Medicine Hat, from 
getting lumber. He was certain there | 
was no discrimination between tho ; 
members of the western and the mem- 
bers of the Alberta association. Any- 
body who had money could get lum- 
ber. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Woods, Mr. 
Wells said the association had a tra- 
veler on tho road since July. 1906. He 
had shipped lumber to Uazelle, of 
Sheppard, in lflOG. Dazelle was not .a 
member of any association. He was 
satisfied they had shipped to many 
who were not members. 

Another feature of the lumber com- 
bine case yesterday was the evidence 
given by Mr. Sereth, of the Riverside 
Lumber company, of Calgary. Ho 
admitted having paid a promissory 
note to Mr. McMurphy, bookkeeper for 
Staples and Co., foj: ?250 on account 
of a hundred car order given him by 
the company. He said $«00 was the 
amount promised. The note was en- 
dorsed by Staples and Co., and Mc- 
Murphy paid the money over to his 
employer. He stated that the cut was 
about"?:! a thousand. Resides this 
they had sixty cents per thousand for 
hauling the lumber from the atnlion, 
a distance of about a mile, and then 
they were in a position to make many 
sales. He thought any person could 
get lumber from the Mountain mill- 
ers at any price. 

.1 W. Davidson, of Staples & Co., in 
his evidence said the principal com- 
plain! of the manufacturers was of 
Sereth's methods or doing business, 
and not the cutting of prices. 

The case for the crown concludes 
today, anil the defence will --probably 
ask for a dismissal.

CANNERIES NEXT YEAR 



This is Result of the_Depletion 
of the Fraser 
Salmon 



Vancouver, Nov. 27. — Because an ex- 
ceedingly poor run of sockeyc salmon 
Is expected on the Fraser river next 
season but few canneries will be oper- 
ated thore next summer, and those 
which ure to be worked are not expect- 
ed to pay for the cost of running them. 

Where forty packing * plants were 
WOrKlng at full blast a few years ago 
mi this famous sockoyo stream it is 
unlikely that a dozen will be in action 
next year. In 1900, the year of the "big 
run" many more canneries will be op- 
erated, but even at this early date 
there Is a feeling among cannery men 
thai the Fraser has seen its best days 
as a salmon stream, and the results 
of the next big year are not expected 
to equal those of 1905, which in turn 
were approximately oil per cent. less 
than the returns of 1901. The absolute 
failure of a "big year" on the Fraser 
river is still to come ami many cannery 
do nor possess the optimlsni to make 
them think that 1909 will not be the 
bis year when the looked tor failure of 
the fisheries will come. 

"We do not Intend to operate as 
many canneries on the Fraser river 
iv-xt summer as we did during the 
past season," today declared W. I [. 
Barker; president and general manager 
of the is. C. Packers' association, which 
represents the largest investment in the 
salmon fisheries of British Columbia 
by any one company. "Last season wo 
had five canneries working on the Fra- 
ser and while we have mu definitely 
decided on how many we will run next 
year I think that we win have but two, 
or possibly three, at work. 

"The reason for this curtailment? 
Well, the fisheries or the Fraser are 
failing year by year ami where the 
total pack of soclteyes on that stream 
last season amounted to approximate- 
ly 5S.000 cases we do not expect that 
the results next year will lie as good."

After diis death the police ob- 
lalned possess ion of his money which 
ho had put away In' a vuult.

GOOD STRIKE IN NORTH 

Rich Discovery is Reported From tho 
Right Limit of 
Hunker. 



Vancouver, P.O., Nov. 27.— Negotia- 
tions for the adoption by the Van- 
couver Gas company, a subsidiary 
corporation of the B. C. Electric Rail- 
way company, of a new patent tor the 
manufacture of gas out of sawdust 

and other mill refuse, arc now In 
progress. The process, tlie inven- 
tion of J. Russell Coutts, a science 
graduate of MeMaster university, 
Toronto, Is controlled by the Interna- 
tional Heating and Lighting com- 
pany, of Cleveland, Ohio. 

Mr. Coutts litis been a guest at tho 
Hotel Vancouver for several days. He 
will also visit all the coast cities with 
a view to Introducing the same process 
Which he claims will result not only in 
superceding coal for gas making and 
enormously reduce the cost of manu- 
facture, but wdll vastly Increase the 
consumption by the public for heat- 
ing, light and power purposes. An 
expert in the employ of the Cleveland 
company will reach here shortly to 
prepare estimates as to the cost of In- 
stalling the new system. By tho pro- 
cess Mr. Coutts is enabled to make, 
gas out of waste farm products, straw, 
etc., sugar canes or bamboo. His com- 
pany has contracts for installing plants 
In over thirty towns and cities 
throughout the wheat and corn belts of 
Canada and the United States. The 
plant now being built for the Joint use 
of Edmonton and Strathcoha, Aha., 
will cost $7.10,000. The same process 
will also be Introduced In Port Ar- 
thur, and Fort William, Out.; Bran- 
don and Portage la Prairie, Man.; .and 
.Moose Jaw, Su.sk. 

1 "Negotiations with the 'Vancouver 
Gas company are progressing very 
satisfactorily," said Mr. Coutts today. 
"One of our experts wdll be out here 
shortly to figure tlie cost of introduc- 
ing my process here and in Victoria. 
In both cities the ownership of the 
existing franchises is vested In the 
same company, I have been greatly 
impressed with the enormous quantity 
of sawdust and other waste, products 
available here and all along the Pa- 
cific coast lor manufacturing gas by 
tho new process, Just take one re- 
presentative local sawmill. After 
supplying the fuel requirements of the 
mill for fuel purposes it is daily wast- 
ing enough material to supply enough 
gas for'yictoria and Vancouver, where 
tlie joint consumption of gas Is over 
one hundred million feet per annum. 

"In localities whore ideal conditions 
prevail like out here and In the agri- 
cultural belt the use of coal for gas 
m.-iklng will soon be ended. Out of 
each ton of waste mill products I can 
make lf>,000 feet of commercial gas, 
whereas the best that a ton of coal can 
produce is 10,000 feet. Even the best 
of Pennsylvania coal will only yield 
11,000 feet of gas per ton. The new 
process is simple, cheap and efficient. 
Briefly described it Consists of super- 
heating and carbonizing gases which 
are primarily produced by ordinary | 
distillation. The byproducts an 
excellent coke, tar especially adapted I 
for creosoting wood, wood alcohol and | 
ascetic acid. A few statements will | 
indicate how costs to producer and 
consumer will be reduced. Coal for 
gasmaking ranges hero from $4.50 to 
$0.50 per ton. That stands against 
waste mill material which can be vir- 
tually had for hauling it away, or at 
least for a nominal tigure, the supr 
being unlimited. The cost of making 
gas by the new process will be reduced 
from fifty to seventy-five per cent, 
still leaving tlie same proportionate 
margin of profit to the producer as he 
now makes by using coal; and another 
big consideration Is the fact that by 
using sawdust the output of gas per 
ton of material Is Increased from fifty 
to sixty per cent. This means the 
reduction in prices to a figure which 
will enable even the poorest family to 
use for fuel and cooking purposes, 
without consideration of the r-as avail- 
able for power purposes. In Nebraska 
towns and In other places where my 
process has been adopted the consump- 
tion of gas lias Increased from four 
hundred to. five hundred per cent 
sawdust Is a cheaper raw material than 
even the Nebraska corn cobs or wheal 
straw.

MRS. BRADLEY'S TRIAL 



Son of Murdered Senator Called by the 
Government to Give Evidence 
in Rebuttal 



Confession by Collins. 
St. John, N.I.S., Nov. 20.— The Tele- 
graph will announce tomorrow morn- 
ing from a source which It declares 
cannot be questioned, that a few days 
before his execution, Thomas F. Col- 
lins, hanged on November 15 for the 
murder of Mary Anna McAuley, Now 
Ireland, X 1.1. , made a verbal con- 
fession that he committed the murder. 
The confession was made in the pre- 
ence' of ProM-ssor IJ. II. Thompson, 
who ministered to Collins in his last 
hours, Sheriff Llnds and a third per- 
son whose name is withheld. The 
evidence at the ' trial was circum- 
stantial, and doubt of his guilt had 
some time been expressed. 



Washington, Nov.' 2G. — Dramatic 
scenes marked' the proceedings today 
in the trial of Mrs. Annie Bradley, 
charged with having killed former 
Senator Arthur Brown, of Utah, ill 
this city last December. 

Dr. Rrlttbn D. Evans, of New York, 
tho alienist who testified In die Thaw 
case, not only declared, that Mrs. 
Bradley was insane when she shot 
Senator Brown, but entered wdth such 
vigor Into defending his opinion and 
in denouncing the conduct of the dead 
senator that Justice Stafford reminded 
the witness that the late Senator 
Brown was ho I on trial and not there 
to defend himself, and admonished 
him to refer to the- dead man only 
When necessary to show the effect of 
liis acts upon the defendant. 

The appearance of Max Brown, son 
of the (lead Senator, who was called 
in rebuttal, was affecting In the ex- 
treme. T'ae young man, tall, slender 
and frail of physique, tottered as he 
made his way to the witness stand. 
Ho carefully avoided looking toward 
the defendant, who sat within ten feet 
of him. He told of seeing his father 
and Mrs. Bradley In the kitchen of 
their home, wdth jars of fruit they had 
brought, from the cellar, at a time 
when his mother hud been called away 
from the city to the bedside of her 
dying sister. The defendant laughed 
and lowered bee head in confusion, 
but there was no sign of merriment In 
tlie face of the witness, who replied 
briefly to all questions put to him and 
lowered his eyes during intervals In 
the course of bis testimony. 

A number of witnesses from Salt 
Lake, Including Max Brown, were in- 
troduced by the government In rebut- 
tal, several of whom te d Hied thai Mrs. 
Bradley, during their yfcnrs of acquain- 
tance witii her. appeared at all times 
rational and affable. II was brought 
out that Senator Brown had made a 
proposal lo Mrs. Bradley to accept a 
$. r i,000 bouse and $1,000 a year until 
her youngest child should he twenty- 
one years of age, if she would leave 
Mr. Brown alone, but she indignantly 
declined the offer, saying that she 
wanted to marry Brown in order that 
Her children might he given his name. 
During this testimony Mrs. Bradley 
wept and sobbed, and In the forenoon's 
session gave every indication that she 
was about to collapse. She, however, 
mustered such strength as she possess- 
ed and concluded the ordeal in fair 
condition. , 

The resting of the defense came In 
tho nature of a surprise, and it had 
b.-en expected that the alienists would 
be kept 011 thy stand for a much longer 
period.

ation had proved adequate. t'onli- 
dence continued to grow in the prom- 
ise or til's relief. The holiday tomor- 
row had its effect, as speculation In- 
variably halts on the eve of a closed 
interval in market transactions.

St. Paul, Nov. ^7.— The currency 
problem and proposed financial legis- 
lation were discussed last night be- 
fore the original Roosevelt Republican 
Club of St. Paul, by President A. B. 
Sticknoy, of the Chicago, Great West- 
ern railway, Senator Moses E. Clapp, 
and Congressman Frederick C. Stev- 
ens. 

The principal address was deliver- 
ed- by President Sticknoy, who said In 
part: "The commerce of this country 
demands that the currency primary 
banks now in use should bo replaced 
by the modern system of banks, which 
can and will issue every day in the 
year, and every hour of the day, all 
the credit which commerce requires, 
exercising no repressive measures to 
reduce the volume of such credits, ex- 
cept by raising the interest rate, so 
that every At legitimate merchant 
throughout tins vast country can feel 
assured that as long as he keeps his 
business solvent and is entitled to 
credit, ho can obtain all the bank 
credit the conduct of his business re- 
quires, by paying; the Interest rate. 

'Such a system now exists in every 
commercial country but the United 
States, ami has been tried and proved 
through all the commercial storms of 
the last century, and has never fail- 
id. The purpose of organization of 
modern and most improved banking 
systems is: ]. To economize in the 
use of the gold required for reserve, 
because gold Is expensive arid diffi- 
cult to obtain. ". To mass it in such 
quantities and hold it in such a way 
that every customer can know that 
tiie bank has got it, and that it is 
really immediately available to moot 
all demands for gold, which will be 
made upon the banks. 

'Unquestionably the money which 
usually circulates from bank to bank, 
and from the banks to the people, ami 
from the people to the banks, the 
money which, under normal conditions 
pays payrolls and petty bills, is now 
hoarded in from ten to fifteen thousand 
country banks, and relief from the 
present stagnant condition will come 
only when the country banks return 
such gold to circulation. 

"In England this modern banking 
system is more developed. The Bank 
of England holds the gold reserve of 
all the banks of the nation itself. It 
serves the other banks as credits on 
the Bank of England. Under this sys- 
tem, instead of all the banks scrambl- 
ing and competing with each other for 
the money to maintain their indi- 
vidual reserve, the Bank of England 
does the scrambling, with no com- 
petition. It is not the will of God 
which produces bank panics. History 
abundantly approves that such panics 
as occurred in this country in 1ST;; 
and 1893 are preventable by a wise, 
proven system of banking, 
j "it is a remarkable fact that during 
j the hist panic, while the commercial 
crisis wits universal, there were no 
bank panics except In the United 
States. 

"This system has not been intro- 
duced into this country because conv 
merce and banking are not free, and 
our laws forbid it. What stands In the 
way of repealing these laws? Noth- 
ing but the ghost of Andrew Jackson. 

"No legislation whatever Is required 
except to repeal the provisions of the 
National Banking Act, which prevents 
banks from doing business except at 
"tie specified ollico, and which pre- 
vents national banks from depositing 
their reserves in another bank in the 
siime city, to repeal the laws as 10 
reserves and sub- treasury laws and to 
direct the tax collectors to remit direct 
to a designated central reserve bank.
